Sunday morning Herr Hitler hurled 
the might of his military machine 
against Russia, in undeclared, unwarn- 
ed, unprovoked war. Thus the mutual- 
ly profitable partnership formed for 
“eternity” in the fall of 1939 was de- 
stroyed less than two years later by 
what M. Molotov describes as ‘‘unpre- 
cedented” treachery. Unfortunately it 
is not unprecedented. This is the 
sixth, if not the seventh or the eighth, 
non-aggression pict Herr Hitler has 
ripped to shreds. He would not have 
done so unless arrogantly confident 
that the Red army can be torn to pieces 
quickly and without too heavy losses, 
of which the event will tell. 

The democracies and Russia now 
stand on common ground. They face a 
common enemy. Alike they must de- 
stroy Hitlerism or be destroyed by it. 
They have been made allies, not by ne- 
gotiation but by circumstance. The 
blows which either deals the foe will 
help the other. 

This is the first major “break” that 
has come to the democratic countries 
since the war began. Hitherto the de- 
fections and casualties have been on 
their side. This time it is the Axis that 
loses an ally, and a powerful one. The 
Russian army is the largest in the 
world, the nation behind it the most 
populous among the white races. If 
the Russian forces have stamina in 
keeping with their numbers and their 
preparation, Hitler has made the in- 
evitable mistake that will mark the be- 
ginning of the end. 

But only on condition that Britain 
and its Allies continue to put into the 
fray every weapon they can forge and 
men in whatever numbers are needed 
to make these effective. They cannot 
in any sense or degree leave it to Rus- 
sia to do their fighting for them.

The correct planning of the total effort 
requires a sound and bold judgment as to 
when to sprint, when to get ready for the 
long run, and how if possible to do both 

It is in fact necessary to do both. Ob- 
viously Hitler has to be stopped so he can- 
not win, and no less obviously he will be 
defeated more quickly if, when he has been 
stopped, the preparations are well advanced 
for an overwhelming production in the long 
run, There is no paradox in saying that the 
more fully we are prepared for a long war, 
the shorter the war is likely to be. 

Now for the United States there is, speak- 
ing broadly, no reason why we cannot com- 
bine the sprint with the long-distance effort. 
We can do both better than any other nation 
in the world because we have incomparably 
the greatest reserves of industrial power. Our 
immediate emergency effort, considerable 
though it is, uses a much smaller proportion 
of our much greater industrial power than 
the war effort of Germany or Britain. There- 
fore, there can be no question of our being 
able to push the emergency program and also 
to supplement it with a longer range pro- 
gram. We have an unused reserve—it con-

Oranges are a foremost source 
of vitamin C, a good source of vita- 
mins A and B, and a fair source of 
vitamin G. Some of that “tired 
feeling,” often experienced during 
hot weather, has been definitely 
traced to a lack of vitamin C 

When a body is exposed to high 
temperatures, we find a loss of this 


vitamin from the body tissues 
Since vitamin C cannot be stored 
in the body and is necessary for 


well-being, oranges or orange juice, 
Or other citrus fruits, should be in- 
cluded in the diet daily 


BUY ORANGES CAREFULLY 
From May through November, the 
thinner-skinned, softer, juicier Cal- 
fornia oranges come to market 
They contain from one to eight 
seeds.
